Six year history of Costs and Revenues for Recycling Center

Laurel shared some cost and revenue charts she had prepared for.a'Selectmen’s
presentation in 2005. The committee discussed the desire to have the most current
figures. Alan added that it would be good to compare North Hampton cost of
recycling operations to Rye’s. Laurel agreed to update the figures and present the
information to the committee at a later meeting.

Committee goals and objectives

Alan noted that having literature regarding recycling would be helpful.especially if it
involved the school children. Samples of a brochure that had.been done in Rye were
distributed. Judy Day asked what the selectmen had-set for the committee’s charter.
Laurel responded that the selectmen had indiCated that the objective of the committee
is to minimize the net ¢ost at.which the recycling center is currently operating. Laurel
added that there are"several ways to accomplish this, but most often people look first
to minimize costs. She stated that she believed that the center was probably already
operating at minimal cost and that the key to reducing net cost would be to increase
revenues by increasing the volume of materials collected. Increasing the kinds of
materials that are handled is one way of attracting more “customers”. Waste oil
collection was identified as a desirable addition to the list of materials processed.
Laurel noted that it would be beneficial if the town would use the collected oil as
supplemental heating for the new PWD facility. Alan described the waste oil
collection operations at the Rye recycling center and noted that he believed that the
best way to increase recycling would be to make it mandatory in the manner that Rye
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had done their recycling operations — by providing free waste collection to residents
who had removed all recyclables from their garbage. Laurel added that a pay as you
throw program was another way to make recycling mandatory, but that a PAYT
program had been attempted once in North Hampton and had failed on the ballot.
Judy Day questioned whether abutters to the recycling center were aware that the
committee was talking about a transfer station. Laurel clarified that the meeting was
a duly posted meeting and that even though abutters would likely oppose converting
the recycling center to a transfer station, all options had to be on the table for
discussion by the committee and all considerations, such as abutter opposition, would
be factored in to any recommendations made to the selectmen. A general discussion
of efforts that the committee thought the Recycling center should undertake ensued
and included the suggestions of cooperative arrangements and tirescollection.

I11) Minutes from 6/26 meeting
Laurel distributed meeting minutes from the June meeting and neted that they would
be finalized at the next meeting, once committee members in attendance had a chance
to read them.
